European Trade

WASHINGTON. Jan. 4.—Ameri­ 
can business la becoming alarmed 
at the increase of European trade 
combinations, with consequent stif­ 
fening competition. Julius Klein, 
director of the commerce depart­ 
ment’s bureau, told the house ap­ 
propriations committee in testi­ 
mony ma£e public today. 
Klein said he recently found “the 
greatest alarm" regarding th» steel 
situation on the Pacific coast be­ 
cause of the marked increase in 
European exporta of eteel to the 
Pacific coast through the Panama 
canal.

Ie this country be­ 
coming a nation of morons? The 
monthly review called "Lee Mar­ 
ges.” the co» tribut ors of which 
are the beat informed writers in 
France, asked these men to give 
an opinion on reported statements 
by the late Anatole France to the 
effect that ’Trance ie rushing to­ 
ward a future of disrespect, con­ 
fusion, cynicism and moronism." 
Here 
is a 
typical reply, from 
Jacques Amiant: 
"Algebra has dispossessed us of 
reason. Memory 
baa 
taken 
the 
place of intelligence. We have lost 
the idea of beauty and art has 
been dethroned by Industry, criti­ 
cism 
by advertising. France is 
allowing 
the 
Americans, 
those 
modern savages, to strip her of 
every thing individual and giving 
them the right to mako us a new 
colony. We don't like them. but 
through cupidity, through the post­ 
war love of money, w* pretend to 
Ilks them, to like their bluff and 
their way of living, their Ideas of 
constant change, their life which 
resembles nothing better than their 
jazz music." 
Here is another reply, this time 
from Alcids Laohenet, who writes 
in the review "Progress Civique.1 
"Moronism is not a philosophy 
not a political opinion. 
There­ 
fore It la or it is not. It is ex­ 
actly the condition of an indi­ 
vidual deprived 
of the 
thyroid 
gland. Scientists have told us that 
the intellectual faculties, Uke all 
the others, are closely dependent 
on th* secretions of the thyroid 
gland. 
Georges Carpenter and 
his conqueror, Jack Dempsey, and 
the conqueror of Jack Dempsey 
are the contrary of morons. We 
are paying more and more atten­ 
tion 
to 
athletics. Therefore we 
are not becoming morons. Anatole 
France, whose membry we all re­ 
spect. was thinking of literature. 
He was not talking of life.” 
Camille Mauclair has this to 
say: 
"The age of machinery has killed 
all idealism. Th* 
evolution 
of 
morals has not kept up step by 
step with th* evolution of th* 
machine 
for 
the 
last 
hundred 
years. Morals have taken a back 
seat." 
At the same time that the in­ 
quiry of "Les Marges” was given 
to the public a book on tho same 
subject, "The Manners of To-day."
